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Report of the Extension Service 1928* 


By EARL J. COOPER, Director 


The Holstein-Friesian Association of America: 

For the fourth time it is my duty and pleasure as 
Director of Extension Service to report the preceding 
year’s activities. In making this report I will endeavor 
to stress the results obtained rather than the details of 
the work and methods employed. To those who might 
desire a more detailed and elaborate report of any single 
project, we will most willingly furnish same upon request. 
The object of the Extension Service is to promote in every 
legitimate and ethical way the Holstein-Friesian cow and 
her product, and it is the hope of the entire Extension 
Service personnel that you who read this will feel free 
to make suggestions which might be of help in carrying 
out better Extension work in the future. 

The Extension Service Committee 

Five members of the Board of Directors are selected to 
serve on the Extension Committee, and the work of the 
Extension Service department is carried on under the ad- 
vice and direction of this group. During 1928, the com- 
mittee consisted of the following: Mr. W. S. Moscrip, 
Chairman; Mr. Jas. A. Reynolds, Mrs. Medill McCormick, 
Mr. H. V. Noyes, Mr. H. W. Norton, Jr., first six months, 
and Mr. Martin T. Buth, last six months. 

Extension Service Personnel 

To properly carry out the Extension plans, it is neces- 
sary to have men who are experienced along dairying and 
Holstein lines. Such men must be able to handle effi- 
ciently the large number of projects and problems which 
confront the industry. The 1928 personnel was as follows: 

Earl J. Cooper, Director of Extension. 

W. B. Barney, Legislative and Dairy Specialist. 

E. M. Clark, Dairy and Marketing Specialist. 

Allen N. Crissey, Eastern Extension Representative. 

R. E. Everly, Western Extension Representative. 

H. R. Lascelles, West Central States Representative. 

W. G. Lacy, Publicity Specialist, January 1 to March 1. 

In making the report, the combined efforts of the 
entire group of men will be considered rather than the 
individual efforts. The weekly report of each worker will 
be found on file at the Extension office and will be avail- 
able to anyone at any time upon request. 

A Constructive Program of Work Was Planned 

The work of the Extension Service for 1928 was 
planned by the Extension Service Committee and the 
Extension personnel. The projects selected were those 
which it was believed would do most in forwarding the 
interests of the breed as well as those of the breeder. 
Definite plans were made to develop a type of work which 
would be fundamentally valuable to all breeders. The 
following list of activities was decided upon and each 
project listed will be treated in order.

I 
Holstein Literature, Pictures and Posters 

We are proud of our complete and up-to-date supply of 
Holstein literature, pictures, and posters. Judging from 
many comments, we believe that this form of Extension 
work has had an extremely important place in the pro- 
motion of the Holstein-Friesian breed and the use of milk 
from Holstein-Friesian cows. It is our aim to provide 
illustrative material which is simple, authentic, timely, 
and attractive. In planning the literature, we have tried 
to answer every question that might be asked about Hol- 
steins. In so doing, we have materially reduced our let- 
ter correspondence. 

Requests for literature to the number of 11,598 were 
received during 1928. These came from every part of the 
United States and from many foreign countries. Analysis 
of the inquiries showed that 3,092 were from agricultural 
teachers, students, club members, extension agents, and 
others engaged in similar work. However, the majority, 
totaling 8,506, were from breeders or prospective breed- 
ers, and 466 of this number asked for information about 
where cattle might be purchased. Experienced clerks 
studied each inquiry and sent the literature that most 
nearly answered the requests. 

Literature was distributed widely, yet wisely, at fairs 
and shows, on Better Dairy Trains, and at many dairy 
meetings. 

A total of 504,070 copies were sent out in 1928. 

il 
Advertising Holstein-Friesian Cattle 

A national advertising program was carried out in 85 
farm papers devoted to dairying and to general farming. 
The total circulation of the 85 papers was given as 6,872, 
506. Special advertising directed chiefly to those attend- 
ing the shows and fairs was placed in five mediums. The 
advertisements used in the dairy and live stock papers 
were usually of 4-inch size while 2-inch advertisements 
were placed in the majority of the general farm papers. 
The number of insertions in each paper ranged from six 
to twenty-four, the average paper receiving about twelve 
during the year. All were built to emphasize the out- 
standing points of the breed. Copy was changed frequent- 
ly in all advertising mediums. 

Special feature advertisements were placed in the lead- 
ing dairy papers during the show season, especially pre- 
ceding the National Dairy Exposition. During the year, 
we cooperated with farm papers in putting out special 
Holstein issues. In such cases, both our advertisements 
and those of the majority of our Holstein breeders were 
materially increased in size, and a special enlarged cir- 
culation was given to the breeders at no greater cost. 

The slogan “Holsteins for Profit” and the trade-mark 
of the cow-and-calf were used in practically all cases, and 


every advertisement carried an invitation to write to the 


Extension Service office for further particulars. A good 
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share of the inquiries came as a result of this wide and 
complete advertising program. 
1 
Publicity of Holstein Records and Achievements 

The Holstein-Friesian cow was kept well before the 
public during 1928 through our department of publicity 
service. During the year, we prepared and placed 969 
stories, this being an increase of 389 over 1927. Very 
splendid cooperation was given by all classes of news- 
papers, dairy magazines, and farm papers in running such 
stories in desirable positions. We endeavored at all times 
to make the news items and articles interesting to the 
general dairy public, as well as to Holstein breeders. 

Special Publicity 

1. Extension Service News Letter. 

A news Letter, embodying the general news of the Ex- 
tension Service and with items of special interest from 
the office of the Secretary and the office of Advanced Reg- 
istry, was prepared and sent each month to approximately 
400 state and county Holstein officers. This letter also 
gave interesting accounts of meetings held within the 
states and furnished material which might be helpful to 
the state and county officers in the local promotion of the 
breed. The letter helps to maintain contact between the 
Extension Service and the state and county Holstein 
officials. 

2. The Calf Club News. 

An average of 10,000 copies of the Calf Club News was 
sent monthly to Holstein Calf Club members and to Calf 
Club leaders. This little paper gave instructive and inter- 
esting information to the club members and served to 
keep them in closer contact with the Association. <A great 
deal of the material furnished in the Calf Club News was 
repeated in the junior departments of other papers. Sev- 
eral special Calf Club stories were sent to the Holstein- 
Friesian World and other dairy papers. 

3. Radio Talks. 

Six radio talks, varying in length from 10 to 20 min- 
utes, were given during the course of the year over Chi- 
cago radio stations. They dealt almost entirely with Hol- 
stein subjects. All of the stations were operated as part- 
time commercial stations and covered a very wide terri- 
tory. 

4. Photographs supplied to illustrate the stories and 
advertisements—195. 

5. Cuts supplied to farm papers—90. 

6. Letterheads, stationery, blotters, and special local 
advertisements were prepared for more than 100 breeders. 

7. Publicity at National Dairy Exposition. 

Special stories and pictures were provided for all of 
the Memphis daily papers and were generously used dur- 
ing the week of the National Dairy Exposition. One paper, 
which put out an extra Sunday edition for the country 
subscribers, gave very special attention to our breed. 

8. National Convention Publicity at Milwaukee. 

The newspapers at Milwaukee, Wisconsin, were most 
generous in the amount of space allotted to our national 
meeting before, during and after the Convention. Pic- 
tures of our officers and directors were also printed dur- 
ing Convention week. 

Some Results of Publicity 

During 1928 we checked Holstein publicity in 50 of the 
leading dairy and farm papers, and found that a total of 
9,140 column inches of pictures and editorial space had 
been devoted to Holsteins. Computed in terms of average 
cost per inch of advertising space, this would have had 
a value of $80856.20. 

Holstein news was also well distributed in daily news- 
papers. Our one limited clipping service returned 92,712 
column inches of space devoted to our breed. Based on 
advertising space rates, this represented a value of $78,- 
804.20. 

The chief result of our publicity efforts is that the 
name “Holstein-Friesian” appeared thousands of times and 
was seen by millions of readers.

Holstein Booths at Shows and Fairs 

The Holstein-Friesian cow is literally on parade at the 
many fairs and shows. Thousands of the best of the breed 
are fitted and shown annually at county, state, inter-state, 
and national events. Hundreds of thousands of farmers 
visit these fairs and view the animals on exhibit. Unques- 
tionably, many breed choices are made during the show 
season. Therefore, conditions are ideal for conducting 
attractive booth exhibits near the Holstein cattle section. 
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At these booths, the merits of the breed are ex 
literature is distributed, names of interested people 
taken, and questions are answered concerning the lr 
3ooths were exhibited at four types of shows pete 
1928: inter-state and national shows, state fairs, local oan 
county fairs, conventions, and specialized gatherings - 

We were responsible, either directly or indirectly 
through personal service or by literature, for a total of 
034 booth exhibits in 1928. Of this number. 486 w - 
arranged by local and county Holstein men. We supelied 
a free county package exhibit for each of the pis 
displays. The Exhibit Package contained charts. state 
pennants, literature, ‘request for literature” cards, and ‘ 
set of booth instructions. State associations were supplies 
with decorative material and a reasonable amount 
literature and pictures without charge. 

We also furnished booth backgrounds, pennants 
banners, and True Type pictures at cost price to state 
or county Holstein clubs when a more elaborate exhibit 
was desired.

Milk Booths 

Two of the above mentioned booths were Holstein milk 
exhibits. One was conducted by Mr. E. M. Clark, at the 
convention of the American College of Physicians. Many 
valuable contacts were made with doctors, especially those 
interested in child feeding. ; 
We cooperated with Rock River Farms, Byron, illinois 
in a Holstein milk booth at the Woman’s World’s Fair, 
held in Chicago during May. A splendid living specimen 
of the breed was exhibited. Holstein milk samples were 
given out, and milk literature was distributed. More than 
100,000 women attended this event. 

V 
Boys and Girls Calf Clubs 

The constructive Calf Club program adopted several 
years ago by our Association, is bringing greater results 
each year. No supporters of our breed are more enthus- 
iastic than the boys and girls who have become intensely 
interested in Holsteins through club work. Many young 
men are now installed in our ranks as_ wide-awake 
breeders. Starting in several years ago as club members, 
they are now leaders in their communities and are num- 
bered among the most respected citizens. 

Edgar Grimes of Harrisburg, Oregon, a Holstein club 
member for seven years, was accorded the greatest honor 
possible for a farm boy. He was selected as the outstand- 
ing club boy of the United States for the year 1928, all 
lines of club work considered. Edgar is a master leader 
of young people, and a real young Holstein breeder. He 
has developed a splendid small herd, excelling both in type 
and production. There are many young people, who, like 
Edgar Grimes, have achieved great honors in Holstein 
Calf Clubs. We are rightfully very proud of these future 
breeders. 

_ (a) In 1928, we enrolled 10,445 Calf Club members from 
55 states and cooperated with 1,809 club leaders. 

(b) During the year, 370 of the outstanding members 
were awarded certificates of merit, thus giving them the 
privilege of registering and transferring at membership 
rates until 21 years of age. To date, 1.493 boys and girls 
have been granted this special privilege, while nearly 
1,000 more are eligible, having fulfilled the requirements 
of the club-leaders and of our Association. 

(c) “The Calf Club News,” a 4-page printed greeting, 
was sent out ten times during the year to 10,500 Calf Club 
members and leaders. The “News” contained many letters 
from the young people and articles on the selection, feed- 
ing, showing, and care of calves and heifers. An essay 
contest was conducted through its columns, based upon 
the subject, “What I Learned in Calf Club Work Through 
1928.” Approximately 100 young people entered the con- 
test and supplied © great deal of information of value for 
their fellow Holstein friends. Our “Calf Club Manual” 
continued to be the textbook for club leaders and out- 
standing club members, a total of 7,879 copies having been 
distributed. 

(d) Prize money exclusively for Holstein Calf Club 
members, amounting to $1,949.88, was distributed at 33 
state and national fairs or shows. This monev was used 
largely to assist in defraying the expenses of the boys and 
girls, and their animals, to the shows. ‘ 

At the county fairs and round-ups, 516 sets of attractive 
ribbons were distributed through the local club leaders. 
Many letters were received from the young people thank- 
ing us for both money and ribbons. Medals and small 
True Type models were distributed at six of the leading 
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qiry events in the United States, and at all the fairs and 
shows our entire staff of Extension workers assisted in 
many ways in making the club program successful. 

(e) At the request of club members and leaders, a 
eat deal of our other material, such as pictures and 
Judging Manuals, was distributed. Help was given to 
e Holstein demonstration teams that appeared at 
practically every state fair and at all of the national and 
inter-state events. Cait Club lantern slides furnished by 
the Extension Service were used at many meetings and 
were viewed by more than 10,000 people. 

(f) All through the club season, our Extension fieldmen 
assisted in finding calves and in giving lessons on the 
feeding, care, fitting, and showing of animals. They pro- 
yided transportation to the local shows, secured prizes, 
and in addition many calls were made at the farm homes 
of the boys and girls where help and advice were given. 

(g) Holstein breeders cooperated generously in supply- 
ing good type animals as special prize offers, and by 
acting as local club leaders. This combined program of 
cooperation helped to make our Calf Club project more 
profitable than during any other year in the history of the 
Association. 

(h) Cooperation with the National Committee on Boys 
and Girls club work. During the year, we were in close 
touch with the National Committee on Boys and Girls 
Clubs. This committee consists of a large number of 
public spirited business men and business organizations 
engaged in the study and development of club work. This 
committee was largely responsible for additional federal 
funds being allotted to the states for the employment of 
more club leaders. 

Mr. Cooper assisted one week at the National Club 
Congress, sponsored by the National Committee. More 
than 1,200 club members, including many dairy club mem- 
bers, and 200 leaders attended this great event in Chicago 
during the first week of December. 

Vi 

Service to Breeders in Marketing and Advertising 

Every possible effort was put forward to assist 
preeders in their local marketing and advertising cam- 
paigns. This service was largely carried on by corres- 
pondence, and it is conservatively estimated that 500 
Holstein breeders were assisted in 1928. Each request 
was carefully handled by the man best acquainted with 
the problem presented. 

(a) Marketing of milk from Holstein cows received 
considerable attention. A total of 45 new retailers (Hol- 
stein milk) was added to our list. Advice was given to 
many of the established retailers on how to increase sales. 
Help was provided in preparing sales booklets, and 41,835 
copies of our Holstein milk booklets were sold to breeders 
at cost price as follows:

We have some very fine letters on file from milk re- 
tailers who have been materially aided by our “milk 
service program.” 

(b) The Roadside Farm Marker. For several years 
there has been considerable demand for an attractive 
Holstein roadside farm marker at a reasonable price. In 
cooperation with the College of Agriculture of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin and the Forest Products Laboratory at 
Madison Wisconsin, a marker was built embodying the 
ideas of a great many men. Through the cooperation of 
these agencies-we were able to produce a very durable, 
attractive board, complete with post, cross-arm, sign, 
support, and a “For Sale” drop panel for $23.00. The 
board carries the design of our Holstein trade-mark, the 
lame of the farm, the owner and the address. Consider- 
able publicity was given to this project and 43 markers 
were sold during 1928. We feel that this is just the 
beginning of the sale of a great many as they have proven 
extremely satisfactory to those who have purchased them. 


We produced a metal gate sign with the words “Hol- 
Stein-Friesians on This Farm” and, by producing in 
quantity lots, were able to sell these to our breeders at 
50 cents each. 


(c) Other Advertising Helps. Many other advertising 
helps were offered to and used by Holstein breeders. 
Some of these were trademark cuts, True Type pictures 
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and cuts, letterhead designs, ‘Holsteins for Profit” 
blotters, tire covers carrying the Holstein trade-mark, 
Holstein hats, and other material for show herds. When- 
ever material ordered was not kept in stock, we supplied, 
whenever possible, whatever the breeders desired at the 
cost price. This form of service, according to letters 
received from the breeders, is greatly appreciated and we 
hope that it will be more widely used in the future. 
Vil 
Dairy Legislation 

Through our Extension Service close attention is paid 
to the encouragement of better dairy laws, fair milk 
ordinances and regulations. Mr. W. B. Barney, who 
specialized in this work, reports that approximately one- 
fourth of his time was necessary during 1928 to take care 
of legislative matters. Very few legislatures were in 
session so that the number of state dairy bills under 
consideration was materially reduced. 

Mr. Barney’s reports show that several matters of 
great importance affecting the dairy industry were 
brought before our National Congress and that he was 
required to be present at several hearings in connection 
with such dairy bills. Also, in this connection, it was 
necessary to gather considerable data to present to the 
respective Congressional committees. 

* * * 

Mr. Barney reports that there is a great improvement 
both in cities and states in so far as our Holstein milk 
conditions are concerned. We are pleased to report that 
less effort was required on our part in 1928 than in former 
years to protect the interests of the retailers of our milk. 

Vill 
Work with Agricultural High Schools, Colleges and Other 
Agricultural Institutions 

During 1928 we made every possible effort to assist 
the agricultural high schools, especially those of the voca- 
tional type, the Colleges of Agriculture, and other agricul- 
tural schools. The students in such schools exert real 
influence upon their farm homes and upon those with 
whom they come in close contact. Within these groups, 
we find many of our future dairy breeders, our county 
agents, club agents, and extension workers. 

(a) High Schools. A total of 3,607 agricultural high 
schools was supplied with Holstein-Friesian literature 
during 1928. Of special interest to the students in the high 
schools, were our Judging Manual, our Holstein-Friesian 
Cow Manual, and the Calf Club Manual. The True Type 
pictures were in great demand as were also pictures of our 
champion individuals and producers. 

At the various shows and fairs, special attention was 
given to the judging and demonstration team contests. 
At. the larger dairy shows, special prizes were offered for 
the Smith-Hughes high school judging contest. At the 
National Dairy Exposition, medals and a scholarship were 
given. 

(b) Agricultural Colleges. By advertising in the college 
agricultural publications, we reached @ great many of the 
dairy students who will go out as teachers, extension 
agents, and breeders. Literature was supplied to the 
young men and women upon request and, in several cases, 
special articles containing Holstein facts were provided 
for them. 

(c) Rural Schools. Many rural school teachers were 
attracted by our advertising in the farm papers and wrote 
for pictures and literature, both for teaching purposes and 
for decorating the school walls. 

IX 
Encouragement of Advanced’ Registry and Herd 
Improvement Testing 

Each Extension man made a special effort during the 
vear to encourage more Advanced Registry testing when 
calling upon breeders and when speaking at the many 
meetings. All Extension men were provided with Ad- 
vanced Registry Hand-Books and Herd Improvement 
leaflets. In our News Letter, we kept the county and 
state officers in touch with the progress of herd improve- 
ment tests. Special publicity features emphasized the 

value of testing. 
xX 
Cooperation with Other Extension Agencies 

The Extension Service forms an important connecting 
link between our Association and the other Extension 
agencies. These include colleges of agriculture, county 
farm groups, railroad development bureaus, and many 
business organizations. During the year, we were able

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Comments on Comings Proposition 
By MALCOLM H. GARDNER, Superintendent Emeritus 


classifications or requirements should be considered 

on their merits; and if something that will material- 
ly better the situation is proposed, it ought not to be 
opposed merely because its adoption would cause a 
change. Without change there can be no improvement; 
but every proposal should be carefully considered to make 
sure that it will prove advantageous and not detrimental. 
Such consideration takes time, reference to a committee 
may seem advisable, and to the ardent advocate even the 
earnest friends of the proposed measure may seem luke- 
warm. It is well fhat we should make haste slowly in all 
matters relating to Advanced Registry Rules; for even 
with the best intent to benefit those testing we have in 
some insances proceeded faster than warranted by the 
data available and which we were using as a guide. This 
has made some of the advanced registration classifications 
and requirements experimental,—something to be fittingly 
changed as we should receive constructive suggestions, 
and should accumulate reliable data as a guide. 


When old Subdivision B was established, now many 
years ago when the seven and thirty-day tests were all 
important, the thought was to establish a division pri- 
marily for two milkings per day, but without denying 
those who might want to test in this division the privilege 
of also testing in the seven and thirty-day divisions. To 
effect this, it was made allowable to milk either three or 
four times per day, if so desired, for the first forty-five 
days of the test. When it became desirable to establish 
a middle division based on three milkings per day, the 
Classifications A, B and C were adopted, Subdivision B 
becoming Classification C, and Subdivision A being divided 
into Classifications A and B.: At nearly the same time pro- 
duction requirements for entry in the Advanced Register 
were reduced from the point to which they had been raised 
a few years before, and Classifications A and B were given 
the same requirements till we should have reliable data 
as to performance in the new classifications. Classifica- 
tion C received for its full age class the same production 
requirements, 360 lbs. fat, that had been the requirements 
for the like class in the issue of merit certificates; while 
for A and B the requirements were made very low so as 
not to do any injustice to B. 


Minimum requirements for admission to the Advanced 
Register have not up to this time meant much to our 
breeders, it being the size of the record that counted; but 
now that the plan for the recognition of sires has been 
adopted, attention will need to be given to the proper 
adjustment of production requirements for Classifications 
A and B separately. We now have the data to do this in- 
telligently. As the rules now stand the division of tests 
into classifications is based on the way in which a cow is 
milked after the 45th day of the test. If a cow at any 
time after that day be milked four times per day, the test 
goes into Classification A. If the cow at any time after 
that day be milked three times per day, but never more 
than three times, the test goes into Classification B. If 
a cow be milked but twice per day after that day, the test 
goes into Classification C. To provide for seven and 30- 
day official testing, those testing in Classifications B and 
‘C may milk four times per day for the first 45 days of the 
test, giving them 45 and 90 milkings respectively over and 
above the thrice and twice per day milkings on which 
those classifications are based. 

Now Mr. Comings proposes that the classification of 
tests shall no longer be based on the way the cow is 
milked after the 45th day of the test, but on the number 
of milkings allowed now to each classification. There is 
nothing radical in this proposition; anyone who so desires 
may still, if it be adopted, test under the present plan. 
But he cuts out the 45 days limitation for Classifications 
B and C, and allows those testing in those two classifica- 
tions to milk as they please, provided they do not include 
a greater number of milkings in the test than now allowed. 
For a full-time yearly test in Classification B the number 
of milkings allowed is 1,140, being an average of three 
milkings per day for 365 days plus the 45 extra milkings 
allowed at the beginning of the test; while for a full-time 
10-mos. test the number is 960 milkings, being three milk-

ings per day for 305 days plus the 45 milkings just men- 
tioned. 

A man may milk as suits him best; and he may make 
a part of his test in A, a part in B and a part in C; ang 
if he does not exceed the B limitations in number of milk. 
ings the test will be entered in Classification B. Many 
tests now entered in A would so finish in C ag to be 
entered in B; and the average productions for A and "$- 
would be raised quite a bit, while the average for B would 
be raised materially. The plan seems to me both con. 
structive and desirable, and by its slight changes to 
materially better the plan we now have. If it be adopted, 
I think that the full age class of Classification A can again 
have its fat requirements raised to 480 lbs. fat from which 
it was reduced, and that a requirement of 420 lbs. fat wil] 
fit the full age class of Classification B. I believe the 369 
lbs. fat now fixed as the requirement of the full age class 
of Classification C to be right as it stands. 

If the plan be adopted it would be needful to give 
Superintendent Norton full authority in its administration, 
so that he could require a reasonable degree of regularity 
in milking, see to it that missed milkings are counted as 
if made, and attend to other minor matters. A trifle more 
time would be required in the Advanced Registry Office 
for the closing of tests, but there would be no trouble in 
administering the plan. Superintendent Norton would 
probably put the matter somewhat in this way: Full-time 
tests showing more than 960 milkings in 305 days or 1,140 
milkings in 365 days go in Classification A. Tests show- 
ing more than 700 but not more than 960 milkings in 305 
days, or more than 820 but not more than 1,140 milkings 
in 365 days, go in Classification B. Tests showing not 
more than 700 milkings in 305 days nor 820 milkings in 
365 days go in Classification C. 

Since the procedure has always recognized any test 
exceeding 182 days as a long-time test, and has required 
that all long-time tests meeting the requirements shall be 
entered in the Advanced Register, while also recognizing 
the right of any owner to discontinue any test at any time, 
these provisions coupled with sales of cows while on test 
result in many tests of Iess than full time, and the office 
formula for classifying such tests would no doubt be as 
follows: 

Tests with the number of milkings during the test 
showing a total of more than the sum of three milkings 
per day for the length of the test plus 45 milkings go in 
Classification A. 

Tests with the number of milkings during the test 
showing a total of more than the sum of two milkings per 
day for the length of the test plus 90 milkings, but not 
more than the sum of three milkings for the length of 
the test plus 45 milkings, go in Classification B. 

Tests with the number of milkings during the test 
showing a total of not more than the sum of two milkings 
per day for the length of the test plus 90 milkings go in 
Classification C. 

Example: A cow is milked four times per day for 135 
days, three times per day for 140 days and twice per day 
for 70 days, what is the classification? The number of 
milkings during the length of the test shows a total of 
1,100 milkings in 345 days. Three milkings per day for 
345 days is 1,035 milkings, which plus 45 milkings is 1,080 
milkings. The cow has 1,100 milkings while only entitled 
to 1,080 in Classification B, and is therefore in Classifica- 
tion A. But if this cow had been continued 20 more days 
in test on two milkings per day, she would have had 1,140 
milkings in 365 days and would have been in Classifica- 
tion B. 

Example: A cow milked four times per day for 30 
days, three times per ‘day for 30 days and twice per day 
for 240 days shows a total of 690 milkings in 300 days, 
what is the Classification of the test? Two milkings per 
day for 300 days is 600 milkings; and 600 milkings plus 90 
milkings is 690 milkings to which the cow is entitled for 
that length of test in Classification C. Having just 690 
milkings in the 300 days the test goes into C: but if the 
cow had been milked one day longer on three milkings 
per day and the test had closed at 300 days, the test would 
have gone into Classification B.

Innes Sale Makes Outstanding Success—6 Head 
Cross $2,000 Mark—69 Head Average $533

Woodstock, Ontario, together with a draft from this 

herd bringing the total up to sixty-nine head, must be 
set down as a thoroughly satisfactory event, the sixty-nine 
head bringing a total of $36,790, or an average of slightly 
over $533. The sale of these animals, which have topped 
the leading shows of Canada during recent years and 
which included more All-American animals and their off- 
spring than were ever before offered in a public sale event, 
drew an immense throng of interested spectators from 
coast to coast and far over-taxed the capacity of the seat- 
ing and standing room within the tent. The sales list 
showed that the sixty-nine head were taken by thirty-six 
buyers located in five states and four Canadian provinces. 
The outstanding nature of the offerings attracted many 
puyers from the United States, who took twenty head 
for a total of $14,530. Ontario buyers naturally secured 
the largest number, twenty-four buyers from that province 
taking a total of forty animals for $15,275. New Bruns- 
wick, British Columbia and Manitoba were the other 
provinces represented in the buyers list. The five states 
were Missouri with five head at $5,145, Michigan with 
three head for $4,080, New York with six head for $3,055, 
Pennsylvania with four head for $1,275 and Illinois with 
two head for $975. 

The senior sire, Abbekerk Sylvius Lad, one of the most 
distinguished winners of the breed, an AH-American bull 
as a three-year-old and the winner of more grand cham- 
pionships at major shows than any other sire of the breed 
at his age, topped the sale at $3,600, the purchaser being 
M. L. McCarthy, Sussex, New Brunswick, who secured 
him only after a spirited battle with Raymondale Farm, 
Vaudreuil, Quebec. In the sale were an impressive lot of 
offspring by this bull, which was’ to be expected following 
his winning of the first prize in the Get of Sire class at the 
great Royal show last fall. Twenty-five offspring of this 
bull were sold for a total of $12,990, or a $519.60 average. 
The purchaser, Mr. McCarthy, is planning a very extensive 
show circuit this year, including a swing around the 
Prairie Province circuit before returning ror the larger 
exhibitions of Eastern Canada later in the season, so that 
Abbekerk Sylvius Lad will doubtless be able to contipue 
his impressive string of winnings, and before the year is 
over should secure a clear title to the distinction of having 
08 “oa grand championships than any other sire of the 

reed. 

Aaggie Sylvia 3d, All-American three-year-old heifer 
last year and All-American two-year-old the year before, 
and with Abbekerk Sylvius Lad comprising the All-Amer- 
ican Produce of Dam group of both 1927 and 1928, was the 
top female of the sale, being taken for $3,000 by Detroit 
Creamery Farms, Mt. Clemens, Mich. She likewis¢ should 
be heard from further this year in the four-year-old class, 
although it is unfortunate that this great pair are 
separated, thus breaking up one of the most phenomenal 
produce of dam groups in the history of the breed. 

Four other animals reached the $2,000 mark. These 
were the All-American aged cow of 1928, Alcartra Colantha 
Ormsby, her daughter, C. V. Alcartra Toiltilla Ormsby,

now a three-year-old, which was an All-American winner 
as a junior yearling in 1926, both taken by T. R. Dent, of 
Woodstock. and two sons of Abbekerk Sylvius Lad. These 
were Abbekerk Sylvius Lad 13th, the two-year-old son of 
Aleartra Colantha Ormsby, purchased by Harry Yates, 
Orchard Park, New York, and Abbekerk Sylvius Lad 24th 
a son of Belldina Johanna Spofford, one of the Raymondale 
show cows, purchased by Fredmar Farms, Jefferson Bar- 
racks, Mo. Abbekerk Sylvius Lad 13th was junior cham- 
pion last year as a senior yearling at the Royal and at 
$2,000 was one of the outstanding bargains of the sale. 
Mr. Yates plans to put him into immediate service in his 
herd as the junior sire. As stated he is a son of Abbekerk 
Sylvius Lad, while his dam, twice an All-American winner 
for type, has a two-year-old record of 946 lbs. butter and 
has demonstrated herself fo be one of the great breeding 
cows for type through the winnings of both her sons and 
daughters, while one of her daughters likewise has made 
over 800 lbs. in two-year-old form. This bull has been 
owned jointly by the Innes and T. R. Dent, and in the 
latter herd has sired some of the most promising calves it 
has ever been our pleasure to see. We understand that 
after the sale, Mr. Yates refused a very handsome offer 
for the sale of this bull at a largely increased price. The 
other young bull, Abbekerk Sylvius Lad 24th, was regarded 
by the judges present as one of the most promising young 
bulls for the junior yearling class that has come forward 
in years. He will doubtless be given an opportunity to 
demonstrate his quality with the Fredmar show herd this 
fall and if he is not returned a winner we can only say 
that 1929 will witness some sensational battles in this 
class. 

Fredmar Farms were serious contenders on many of 
the top animals in the sale, being the last contenders with 
Detroit Creamery Farms in the purchase of Aaggie Sylvia 
3d, and securing in’ addition to the jvnior yearling bull 
mentioned, a number of others that should be heard from 
later. These include.C. V. Patricia Abbekerk, first prize 
senior calf at the Royal last year, and a wonderful senior 
yearling prospect for this fall. Her price was $1,250. 
Another of their purchases was Abbekerk Sylvius Lad 
40th, a splendid prospect for the bull calf class next fall, 
taken at $875. His dam, Johanna Boutsje, was one of the 
good cows with the Innes show herd last year. C. V. 
Duchess Abbekerk, a very excellent junior yearling pros- 
pect, sired by Abbekerk Sylvius Lad, was also included 
in their purchases for $500, giving them what should be 
a very sensational Get of Sire group by Abbekerk Sylvius 
Lad for this year’s shows. 

The largest purchaser in the sale in point of number 
was Dr. A. H. Fair, Hemlock Park Farm, Kingston, 
Ontario, who secured 8 head for $3,370. Dr. Fair maintains 
a very large herd and has a splendid milk business. His 
recent extensive purchases of pure breds indicated a wise 
decision to put his large producing herd over on to a pure 
bred basis. 

This sale was attractive almost entirely upon a type 
basis as Innes & Sons have concentrated their efforts

At her birth, she was an animal of unusual in- 
terest from the fact that she was the oldest daughter of 
the Dutchland Farms herd sire, Dutchland Colantha The 
Great, and was also the youngest daughter of their great 
yearly champion, Kolrain Finderne Bess (35,085.8 Ibs. 
milk, 1,396.45 lbs. butter). She has lived up to her early 
promise by making a 305-day record as a junior two-year- 
old of 800.32 lbs. butter, 20,757.3 lbs. milk, a record that 
has never been exceeded for both fat and milk by another 
junior two-year-old in the 305-day division. She carried 
a calf 215 days of her test. As a two-year-old at the 
Brockton Fair in 1927, she won first prize in her class, 
and the State Board of Agriculture Medal as the best 
Massachusetts cow in milk shown at this great fair.

SECRETARY SEAVERNS PROPOSES AN AMENDMENT 
TO THE NAMING RULE 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Since a proof of the Call was sent you, I have proposed 
an amendment to the By-Laws, No. 22. 

Article IV, Section 17, reads: “No two animals shall 
have the same name.” 

If amended, it would read: “No two animals of the 
same sex shall have the same name.” 

The object of the proposed amendment is to save time 
in the Secretary’s office in naming animals and to simpli- 
fy our work in connection with naming. Under the pres- 
ent By-Law reference should be made to the card index 
of animals registered to prevent two animals having the 
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same name. There are over 1,800,000 cards in this index. 
It is in two parts; one containing cards for every bull 
registered since the first Holstein Herd-Book started in 
1871, the other containing cards for every registered cow. 
The name of every animal to be registered has to be 
jooked up first in one index and then in the other to see 
that it is not a duplicate. Changing the By-Law as pro- 
posed would make it unnecessary to check up a bull’s 
name in the cow index or vice versa.

Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

In the World of May 4, you say that “Mr. Comings, in 
pressing the need for adoption of his proposal, falls into 
the rather common error of magnifying its importance in 
the general scheme of things.” 

If the charge is true, I have only done so to bring this 
plan to the breeders’ attention. I only look upon my plan 
as one step toward the main goal, intelligent breeding. 
There are other steps that seem important to me, such as 
the proposal that the Blue Book show the percentage of 
fat instead of 80% butter. 


Intelligent breeding is the important problem in build- 
ing the future of our breed. My plan would be a small 
step toward making the records on which intelligent 
breeding must be built, more understandable. 

A short time ago the World printed figures for long- 
time records that showed a lowering of average % of fat. 
This during a period when breeders as a rule have been 
striving to increase the % of fat. We know that some 
herds have raised the average, so what is the answer? 
In my opinion, it is unintelligent breeding based on 
records made in short-time divisions that showed high 
% of fat by cows with a low normal test. 

Supt. Norton writes me that he expects to have data to 
show the number of records that would have been affected 
by my plan had it been in effect last year. Of course, that 
wouldn’t show how many would make use of change were 
it in effect. 

I have had a number of breeders tell me that they 
would start long-time work if they could milk four times 
a day during winter and two times a day during pasture 
season.

to cooperate in a number of important ways in the 
promotion of the dairy industry, and, of course, gave 
particular attention to the Holstein-Friesian cow, which 
plays so great and important a part in dairying. Our 
“Cow Testing Association Manual” and our “Better Dairy 
Sire Manual” were considered valuable in the Better Dairy 
Campaigns. 

(a) During 1928 we actively assisted with eight educa- 
tional dairy trains. 

Xl 
Distribution of True Type Models and Pictures 

Emphasis upon the True Type of the breed continued 
to be one of our important projects. This was made 
possible through the True Type models (large and small) 
and the pictures. A special Campaign was promoted to 
place our large pictures in rural school rooms. Holstein 
breeders furnished many names of school teachers to 
whom both pictures and literature were sent. 

The Judging Manual, which describes the development 
of our True Type, was distributed to the numbcr of 10,776 
copies, and 15,373 score cards were sent out. More than 
70,000 colored pictures of the True Type cow and bull were 
placed where they would be of greatest value. 

Fifty-seven small True Type models (one-sixteenth life 
size) were sold at cost price to breeders and to educational 
organizations. 

The True Type Models 

The large size models were used widely for educational 
exhibits and for teaching purposes. 

Models are now distributed in the United States, 
Canada, Alaska, Chile, Denmark, England, Hawaii, 
Holland, Japan, New Zealand and Porto Rico. 


Use of True Type Models 


1. Forty-nine colleges and other educational institutions 
report using the models for student classroom 
instruction. 

2. Five colleges report using our models at Farmers’ 
Short Courses. 

3. Twenty-one used the models at fairs held in the 
immediate vicinity of the college, for plays, and for 
other events. 

4. Seventeen colleges used them at lectures and school 
judging contests. 

5. A set was used on a dairy demonstration train which 
went through Eastern Oregon and was visited by 
10,000 people. 

6. Models were displayed on a dairy train that 
travelled -through the State of North Dakota on a 
five-week tour during May and June. 

7. Models were displayed on the Better Sire Train, 
sponsored by the New York Central Railroad, 
through Pennsylvania October 29 to November 10. 

8. Displayed models on the Missouri Pacific Dairy and 
Poultry Exhibit which toured 66 towns in 5 different 
states. Total attendance, 103,961. Also, toured 12 
state fairs and the National Dairy Show with the 
Dairy and Poultry Exhibit.

Miscellaneous Activities 
(Not listed under regular projects) 
1. Visitors at Chicago office. 

More than 100 Holstein breeders, foreign visitors, and 
extension representatives from other organizations visited 
the Extension Service office durine 1928. Our foreign 
friends were shown how our office operates, were given 
letters of introduction to breeders, and were provided with 
routes over the United States. 

Breeders were assisted in locating Holstein cattle, and 
some asked for help with registration papers. 

Cooperative plans were worked out with Extension 
representatives. 

2. “Johnathan Barr’s Conversion,” our two-reel film based 
upon cow testing work, was shown at 100 meetings. This 
film was especially popular with county agricultural agents 
in their Better Dairy campaigns. Six sets of Holstein slides 
were also widely distributed. 

3. The American Farm Bureau Convention. 

A special booth was maintained at the convention of 
the American Farm Bureau, held in Chicago. A large 
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number of Holstein breeders and county farm bureay 
secretaries attended this event. 
4. Cooperation with Committee on Prizes at Shows and 

Fairs. 

W. B. Barney, Chairman of the Prize Committee 
reports that about one-third of his time was spent taking 
care of fair and show matters. Inasmuch as this is simply 
another form of Extension work, it fits very well into our 
general program. 





XI 
Cooperative Relations with State Associations 

The very close working relationships of the Extension 
Service and the many state associations have developed a 
more unified and more efficient type of breed promotion 
activity all over the United States. Some of the ways in 
which we were able to cooperate to great advantage are 
as follows: 

1. Prospective buyers were referred to state associations, 

A list of cattle inquiries was sent weekly to the state 
association secretaries, who were asked to communicate 
directly with the interested parties. Of the 466 cattle 
inquiries received by the Extension Service, 181 were from 
the Southern States. 

2. Programs of Work were planned. 

We cooperated with state officers and boards of 
directors in planning their work during the year. A gen. 
eral plan, with special adaptation to each state, was thus 
put into effect. 

3. State and County meetings were attended. 

Our reports show that we attended and addressed a 
great many state and county gatherings, assisting in the 
judging contests, Calf Club Round-ups, and other events. 
4, An Extension Service “News Letter” was sent monthly 
to all state and county officers. Items of publicity interest 
and news from all officers of the Association were placed 
in the letter, as well as matters of interest about state 
associations. 
5. All active state associations were supplied with litera- 
ture, pictures, exhibit booth material, films and slides. 
6. We cooperated with the states in promoting Calf Clubs, 
better dairy legislation, and special dairy trains. Field- 
work assistance was given in county club organization, 
and several state secretaries were assisted by fieldmen in 
handling state fair programs. 
7. Transfer fees were apportioned back to states having 
a definite form of organization and an approved program 
of work: Fifty cents on each transfer was returned to the 
states, providing that they made proper application for 
the same and supplied monthly reports to the Director of 
Extension. 

There are two pians offered to the state associations. 

A. The Agreement Plan 

States desiring to have their transfer fees returned 
direct were required to make application at the beginning 
of the year, to present a program of work, and to furnish 
a complete history of their organizations. Agreements 
were signed jointly by the state officers and by the chair- 
man of the Extension Service Committee. The programs 
of work were approved by the Extension Director and the 
state officers. On presentation of proper vouchers, money 
was paid to the following states:

B. The Cooperative Agreement Plan 
(Fieldwork Districts) 

Under this plan the state associations returned their 
transfer fee apportionments to the Association. In return 
they were provided with the services of a fieldman who 
was employed by the Extension Service. During 1928 we 
added two districts and both groups were highly satisfied 
with the services rendered. 

The following districts were in operation and all voted 
to continue the arrangement for the year 1929.

Everly devoted 90 per cent of his time to the following 
states:

MILK PRICES BETTER THAN LAST 
YEAR 


Report of the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics of the United States 
Department of Agriculture for the 
month of May 1929 shows an average 
price of $2.76 for fluid milk on a 3.5% 
basis, in 97 local markets located in 
all sections of the United States.

The price range in_ these 
markets for May was from $1.66 to 
$4.69 per cwt.

The plan may readily be applied to Herd Improvement 
Testing by using the average of the milkings shown in 
regular monthly official test as a basis for classification. 


Other than semi-official tests made in conjunction with s 


herd improvement tests, there are not likely to be any 
such tests in Classification A; but if there ever should 
be any, they would cause no trouble to classify. But in 
addition to semi-official tests there would be more or less 
of herd improvement tests in Classification B. In herd 
improvement testing, the full-time cows would for the 
most part have ten or more regular monthly tests. Count- 
ing the number of milkings during the regular monthly 
tests and dividing that sum by the number of such tests 
would give the average. If with nine or more regular 
monthly tests of one day each the average number of 
milkings per day was two and one-third or more, the test 
would go in Classification B; and if two and one-fourth 
milkings or less, in Classification C. If the average num- 
ber of milkings at the time of the regular monthly one-day 
tests was between two and one-fourth and two and one- 
third milkings, the test might possibly require further 
inspection to fix its classification. 

I believe that if Mr. Comings’ plan is accepted and 
authorized it will result in bringing Classification B to 
the front, and that there will be more tests made in that 
classification than in A and C combined.

States in this group were given every possible help by 
fieldmen and during the year we were in touch with 
individual breeders within these states. As more Holstein 
breeders are developed, it is our hope that functioning 
state organizations will be formed. 

XIV 
A General Program of Fieldwork 

One of our most important projects was fieldwork. 
Through our fieldmen, personal contacts were established 
with Holstein breeders, general farmers, other extension 
agencies, bankers, business houses, and schools. Such 
important contacts made it possible to carry out the 
projects which have been described in the previous pages. 
Each fieldworker has a close understanding of the entire 
Extension program and is able to carry the Holstein 
message to many thousands of people. 

With the exception of the Publicity Specialist, all 
members of the Extension Service staff spent a large 
portion of their time working with the state and local 
groups as well as with the individual breeders. Allen N. 
Crissey, our Eastern Extension Representative, R. BE. 
Everly, Fieldman in the Northwest territory, and H. R. 
Lascelles, Fieldman in the West Central group of states, 
spent approximately 85 per cent of their time in the field 
with the breeders and with others interested in the 
promotion of the breed. E. M. Clark, Dairy and Market- 
ing Specialist, and W. B. Barney, Legislative and Dairy 
Specialist, spent approximately 65 per cent of their time in 
outside fieldwork. Earl J. Cooper was out in the 
field about 40 per cent of the year. Each man had definite 
projects with which he was specializing, depending upon 
the location of his district or the local conditions which 
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properly handle any phase of the Extension activities, 
To make a complete report of our fieldwork project would 
be to simply repeat a great portion of what has already 
been given in the preceding pages. We will, therefore, 
briefly outline the chief accomplishments of fieldwork ag 
shown by our weekly and monthly reports: 

1. Attending Meetings. 

One of the most important duties of the fieldmen igs 
to attend the many Holstein and dairy meetings, as well 
as gatherings of other kinds closely allied to our industry. 
In practically all cases our men were invited to appear 
on the programs to discuss dairying and Holsteins. In 
1928 we were present at. 481 meetings with a combined 
attendance of 118,859 people. This is an increase of 159 
meetings over 1927. 

The meetings varied in their nature and importance, 
Throughout the first three months of the year, our men 
were chiefly engaged in addressing the many annual 
meetings of state and county Holstein associations. In 
such instances help was usually given in planning the 
programs of work for the year. Throughout the summer 
months a great many picnics were held by state and 
county clubs. In connection with such meetings judging 
contests and cattle demonstrations were conducted. Dur- 
ing the fall and early winter months a great many dairy 
meetings of importance took place in connection with the 
shows and fairs. Through the latter part of November 
and during December few meetings were held thus allow- 
ing fieldmen an opportunity to prepare reports and to 
outline plans for the coming year. 

At all times there were Calf Club meetings, gatherings 
of cow testing association members, meetings of Cham- 
bers of Commerce, school functions, bankers’ conventions, 
etc., where opportunities were presented to promote the 
interests of the breed. 

2. Conferences. 

Our fieldmen were present and actively took part in 
1,017 Holstein and dairy conferences during the year. 
Such meetings were held with smaller groups and com- 
mittees in order to plan definite dairy projects. 

3. Farm Visits. 

We greatly increased the number of farm visits over 
1927, a total of 1,124 having been made in 1928. Realizing 
the value of more close contact with our Holstein breed- 
ers special emphasis was placed upon farm visits. In 
making such calls assistance was given in registration 
and transfer matters, the herds were looked over, and help 
and advice were given on the feeding, care, and manage- 
ment. Advice was given in selecting the better animals 
in the herds for show purposes. The value of Advanced 
Registry and Herd Improvement Testing was especially 
emphasized. 

4. Holstein Cattle Exhibits at Fairs. 

In order to have our breed well represented at the 
many shows and fairs, the fieldmen encouraged the breed- 
ers to properly feed and fit their better animals with the 
county fair especially in mind. At the county fairs the 
outstanding animals were chosen for the state events, and 
the exhibitors of many of the better animals at state 
shows were encouraged to compete at inter-state and na- 
tional affairs. Good cattle exhibits coupled closely with 
the thousands of booth displays aided greatly in placing 
the breed before the public. 

Summary of 1928 Extension Service Activities 
1. Literature. 

A total of 11,598 requests for literature and cattle re- 
ceived. More than one-half million (504,070) pieces of 
Holstein literature were distributed. 

2. Advertising. 

Cattle advertising was carried in eighty-five (85) farm 
papers having a combined circulation of 6,872,506. Two 
and four-inch advertisements were used extensively, and 
the slogan “Holsteins for Profit” was featured. 

3. Publicity. 

Nine hundred sixty-nine (969) publicity stories were 
prepared and placed in farm papers and newspapers. Two 
hundred forty-five (245) pictures and cuts were furnished 
to farm papers. One hundred one thousand eight hundred 
fifty-two (101,852) column inches of Holstein publicity 
were found in papers checked at Extension Service office. 
4. Holstein Booths. 

Five hundred thirty-four (534) Holstein booth exhibits 
were reported at shows and fairs during the fall and win- 
ter. Of this number, 486 were handled by local and coun- 
ty Holstein associations.

5. Calf Club Work. 

More than 10,000 Calf Club members from 35 states 
were enrolled, and 370 were awarded certificates of merit. 
Prize money was awarded to 33 states. 


6. Marketing Service. 

Advice in the marketing of both milk and cattle was 
supplied to many breeders. Forty-five (45) new retailers 
of Holstein milk were added to our list. Roadside farm 
markers, literature, pictures, and tire covers were pro- 
vided at cost price to breeders. 

7. Dairy Legislation. 

Dairy legislation matters of special importance to our 
industry were brought before the National Congress and 
state legislatures. 


8. High Schools. 
A total of 3,607 agricultural high schools was supplied 
with literature and assisted in other ways. 


9. Through literature, publicity, and fieldwork, special 
effort was made to encourage Advanced Registry and 
Herd Improvement Testing. 


10. Conducted Holstein activities on eight educational 
dairy trains and assisted in Better Dairy Sire cam- 
paigns. 

11. More than 96,000 True Type pictures, score cards, 
and Judging Manuals were distributed; 110 sets of 
the large True Type models were displayed in every 
state of the Union and in 10 foreign countries. Mod- 
els and pictures were used extensively at fairs and 
shows, on dairy trains, at dairy meetings, and at 
many other places where people interested in dairy- 
ing assembled. 

12. Miscellaneous Activities. 

(a) More than 100 Holstein breeders, foreign visitors, 
and extension representatives from other organizations 

visited the Extension Service office during 1928. 


(b) A Holstein film, depicting cow testing association 
work, was shown at 100 meetings. 

(c) A special booth was maintained at American Farrh 
Bureau Convention. 

18. Cooperation with State Associations. 

(a) Four hundred sixty-six (466) inquiries for cattle 
were sent to state association secretaries. Of this num- 
ber, 181 were from southern states. States were given 
assistance in outlining programs of work, in conducting 
state and county meetings, and in developing various proj- 
ects within the state. 


(b) During 1928, twenty (20) states received trans- 
fer fee apportionments. Fourteen (14) returned their fees 
to the Association and in return received field service. 
14. Fieldwork. 


Our Extension fieldmen addressed 481 meetings, attend- 
ed by 118,859 people. They took part in 1,017 Holstein 
conferences, made 1,124 farm visits and contributed 
largely to the success of the entire Extension program.

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Five years ago | took up calf club 
work for the first time. After I 
learned how the other boys whom I 
knew were enjoying club work, I sud- 
denly became quite interested. The 
first heifer I owned was born in Can- 
ada and I purchased her at about six 
months of age from my father for 
$30. That year, I did all I could to 
care for my calf. I led her quite often 
and blanketed her about a month be- 
fore our county round-up where the 
calves were to be selected for the 
State Fair trip. I learned a secret 
that summer in how to get my calf 
to look “shiny” and “slick” as you 
call it. I gave her an egg about once 
a week and when fall came, I thought 
I had quite a nice looking heifer. Be- 
fore I took her to the county round- 
up I had received first place at the 
DeRuyter Four-County Fair at De- 
Ruyter. At the county round-up, I 
received first and at the State Fair, I 
was awarded first and champion and 
also was picked to go to the 1924 
National Dairy Show at Milwaukee. 
Here, I received 22nd in a class of 66 
calves but the thing I valued most 
was the wonderful trip I got out of it. 
It was something I'll never forget. 
Still, I was not satisfied in 22nd place 
and I determined that I would do bet- 
ter next time and when the next time 
came, I did do better although it was 
two years later. 

In 1925, I received second in my 
class on my heifer at the State Fair 
and I was a member of the Dairy 
demonstration team that was selected 
to represent the State at the Nation- 
al Dairy Show at Indianapolis. This 
trip like the one before, was quite 
worth while and I learned many 
things by it. 

In 1926 I showed the heifer I had 
bought the year before and received 
first and champion at State Fair. 
Again I was picked to represent the 
State at the National Dairy Show at 
Detroit, Michigan. There I was an- 


nounced the National Champion Hol-, 


stein boy and also the champion Hol- 
stein showman. 

Last year I won a 2nd place at the 
State Fair with a heifer whose moth- 
er was the first heifer I started with 
in 1924. This first heifer which I 
started with produced 9,695 Ibs. of 
milk and 310.3 lbs. of butterfat as a 
two-year-old. For every $1.00 ex- 
pended for feed, I received $2.62. I 
have been increasing my herd until 
now I have a herd of nine cows and 
heifers. Four of them are milking and 
the rest are yearlings and calves. 

During these years I also enrolled

pig, garden and forestry. In my pig 
projects, I have won many prizes. 
In 1926, 1 had the best pen of New 
York State barrows at the State 
Fair. 

Club work has taught me many 
things. I think every eligible farm 
boy or girl should be in club work as 
they would then better appreciate 
farm life. Through the many oppor- 
tunities open in club work, every club 
member has a chance to enjoy great 
benefits. 

What’s in a Name? 

The 4-H dairy club member who is 
looking forward to becoming a breed- 
er of pure breds may well devote 
some time for devising a system for 
naming his cattle. No breed associ- 
ation today will accept for registry 
names of cattle that have already 
been used in the herd book. Because 
of this requirement of the breed as- 
sociations and because the number of 
names is rapidly increasing in each 
breed, the selection of acceptable 
names will become more difficult in 
the future. Therefore, to avoid this 
difficulty some system of naming 
should be adopted. 

There are a number of plans now 
used in naming dairy cattle. One of 
the best in use, perhaps, is to select 
a name for the herd or farm and 
have that name registered with the 
breed association. The breed associ- 
ation will then give only the breeder 
registering his’ herd or farm name 
the exclusive right to use that name. 
This name may then be used asa 
prefix or a suffix to the name of the 
animals registered from the herd. 

In registering animals from the 
herd the name of the farm and the 
name of the sire along with a barn 
name may be easily combined with a 
definite meaning for the club member 
and others. For example, the farm 
may be called “Raven Hill Farm,” 
the herd sire may be called “King 
Alcartra Fayne Jet” and the barn 
name selected for the particular ani- 
mal to be registered may be “Susie.” 
From these names a club member may 
work out several combinations such 
as “Raven Hill King Alcartra Susie,” 
“King’s Susie of Raven Hill,” “King 
Jet’s Raven Hill Susie,” ete. 

If the stock bred and developed on 
this supposed “Raven Hill Farm” 
should become outstanding producers 
and show ring wi:ners, it is possi- 
ble that the name of the farm would 
become something akin to a trade- 
mark and as such would stand for 
the integrity and honesty of the or- 
ganization behind it. A good trade 
name, such as a farm name might 





be made by sound business methods, 
may be a worthwhile stamp for ani- 
mals or products from that farm. On 
the other hand if the farm label ig 
put on inferior stock and _ products 
and then passed on to unsuspecting 
buyers, the farm name or “trade- 
mark” may become a detriment to 
the farm. 

Any 4-H dairy club member who 
is looking forward to the day when 
he will be a breeder of good pure 
breds should think seriously of a 
name for his farm or herd. He should 
be laying his plans so that that name 
will stand for only the best the farm 
and herd can produce.

Had it not been for our 
teacher, I would not be doing club 
work now for I never heard or 
thought of club work before. One 
day when my sister came home from 
school she told me that teacher asked 
who all would like to do club work 
and ten out of thirty hands went up. 
When we had our first meeting all the 
club members were present, but when 
they heard what work it was, exactly 
half of them quit for when we had our 
second meeting there were only five 
besides myself present. 

I quit school when : was 13 years 
old and in the seventh grade. Now I 
am sixteen years old. I had to quit 
school because mother died and so I 
was needed home. Since I left school, 
| have taken charge of all the cows 
and calves for father and I sure en- 
joyed it greatly. I succeeded so well 
that father said I could choose one of 
the calves and keep it for myself.

The calf that I 
chose was already four months old 
when I heard of club work. She was 
born Dec. 2d. Then I thought I would 
have to get a good ration to feed her 
or else it wouldn’t pay to start, so I 
asked my cousin who attended the 
Short Course at Madison. He gave me 
a few balanced rations to feed her. 
Now I feed this one a. balanced ration 
and all the rest just a common ration. 
But I have learned a lessen and that 
is, I will always feed balanced rations. 

Just a few weeks before the state 
fair, our county agent, Dan A. Shaffer, 
was over and told father that my club 
calf was going to the state fair at 
Milwaukee. I was not at home at the 
time he called but on arriving home 
that evening father said to me, “Say, 
Clara, did you hear the latest news?

U. S. HAS MANY BARRIERS 
AGAINST FOOT-AND-MOUTH 


“It shall not pass’ is the watch- 
word of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture with respect to 
foot-and-mouth disease, one of the 
world’s most dreaded live stock dis- 
eases from which the United States 
fortunately is free. In a signed arti- 
cle issued May 1 to public officials 
and to the veterinary and live stock 
press, Dr. John R. Mohler, Chief of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, dis- 
cusses the present situation with 
special reference to the safeguards 
now in effect and to the possibility of 
future outbreaks. 

The first line of defense, Doctor 
Mohler says, lies in a veterinary in- 
spection and quarantine service. The 
precautionary measures to bar out 
the contagion extend not only to live 
animals but also to a great diversity 
of products of animal origin as well 
as to hay, straw, bags, bagging, and 
other articles commonly used on 
premises where livestock are kept. 
Depending on the country of origin 
and other factors influencing the de- 
gree of danger, some of these com- 
modities are barred entirely, others 
are admitted subject to disinfection, 
and all are subject to inspection and 
regulations aimed to exclude the dis- 
ease without interfering unduly with 
foreign trade. The various restric- 
tions make an imposing array of bar- 
riers, yet this elusive disease has ob- 
tained a temporary foothold in the 
United States on nine occasions since 
1870. 

The second line of defense is a well- 
trained force of veterinarians expe- 
rienced in detecting and eradicating 
the malady. “In view of the coun- 
try’s extensive foreign commerce and 
the prevalence of foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease throughout the world,” Doctor 
Mohler states in conclusion, “it is

The fourth annual sale of pure bred Holsteins from the Pleasant View

E. C. Ludt, of 
Carlisle, Pa., purchased a five-year-old granddaughter of K P O P for $400 and 
the Chester County Home, at Embreeville, Pa., selected Lantoga Rag Apple 
Butter Girl, the only tested animal in the sale, at this figure. She has a 7-day 
record of 21 lbs. butter as a four-year-old and a C. T. A. record of 11,090 Ibs. 
milk. The Chester County Home and Mr. Stuart were the largest individual 
purchasers in the sale, each taking five head of the tops. Wallace Peffer, 
Newville, Pa., secured a good four-year-old daughter of King Korndyke Haidee 
Ormsby 71st, for $390, and several others went above the $300 mark, including 
a heifer not yet fresh, a daughter of Sir Ormsby Lockspur and out of a grand- 
daughter of King Model, going to Edna Abel, Nazareth, Pa.

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Activities for Local Clubs 

Within the West Central district 
there are nearly forty local Holstein 
associations. each organized to pro- 
mote the interests of the breed with- 
in their respective scopes of influ- 
ence. 

The value of these clubs depends 
on the number and the interest of 
the members, the nature of the activ- 
ities that the club undertakes, and 
the successful completion of these 
activities. In this section local Hol- 
stein clubs cannot thrive solely as 
sales agencies for the reason that. in 
only a few instances, is there a_ suf- 
ficiently large surplus of sales cattle, 
and, in these exceptional instances, 
there are already formed reliable 
means for the disposal of these ani- 
mals at remunerative prices: these 
means, as a rule, having been per- 
fected through the local unit, and 
often in conjunction with the State 
Association. 

The problem of the local club, 
therefore, is seen to be that of widen- 
ing the interest in Holstein cattle lo- 
cally so that, as the industry devel- 
ops, buyers may be attracted to the 
community, and those within the com- 
munity may be attracted in increas- 
ing number to our breed. The suc- 
cessful solution of this problem usual- 
ly involves a number of definite proj- 
ects, chief among which, in all prob- 
ability, is that of interesting the 
young breeder in cattle of our breed 
through a sound program of construc- 
tive 4H club work. Other factors in- 
volve the formation of dairy herd im- 
provement associations, and _ affilia- 
tion with these organizations by Hol- 
stein breeders thus making it possi- 
ble to demonstrate to the breeder’s 
own satisfaction, as well as to the 
satisfaction of his neighbor, the 
superiority of the breed. The new

herd test and classification of herds 
has an important place in this pro- 
gram. 

A young breeder, not yet fully con- 
vinced of the breed that he wishes 
to become interested in, is largely 
governed in his selection by the activ- 
ities of older breeders around him, 
and by the showing made, both in 
the show ring and in the milk pail, of 
the respective breeds that he is con- 
sidering. If he selects a foundation 
animal of the Holstein breed, he often 
is inclined to judge the breed as a 
whole by the performance of that sin- 
gle individual. It is therefore appar- 
ent that the breeder who knowingly 
sells an inferior calf to a calf club 
boy or girl is often doing irreparable 
harm to himself and his fellow breed- 
ers within his community, as well as 
discouraging a new and_ hopeful 
breeder. 

It would seem that all local clubs 
would do well to work out definite 
programs of work bearing’ these 
things in mind, and should see to it 
that these programs of work are car- 
ried to their successful conclusions. 
Field days, Holstein days, or Black 
and White days can well be a part of 
every local’s program and these Hol- 
stein days should be more than the 
old fashioned picnic affair. It would 
seem advisable that they should be 
widely advertised, and should carry 
several features of direct interest to 
Holstein breeders. The experiences 
of local breeders often have more 
weight than the thoughts and expe- 
riences of outside speakers, and when 
properly presented are of inestimable 
value. Instances can be shown in 
almost every locality where a _ bull 
has improved the type and production 
on the dams on which he is used.

bring out larger exhibits of Holstein 
cattle at local fairs in order that peo- 
ple may see and learn more of the 
superiority of good Holstein cattle. 
We should not be satisfied in merely 
exhibiting a predominance of Holstein 
cattle—the predominance should be 
overwhelming. 


It is quite possible that all of this 


work might be placed on a competi- 
tive basis whereby each local club 
would compete on a point basis with 
other local clubs within the state, or, 
for that matter, within the district. 


Direct results in the interest of the 


breed are often obtained by indirect 
methods; but results in any case ¢all 
for the active participation and ¢o- 
operation of every Holstein breeder. 


Memberships in our Holstein associ- 


ations cost little, and the results that 
can be shown, even in a short time, 


when all breeders take an active in- 
terest, have a far reaching impres- 
Several in- 
stances of such united effort within 
this district could be cited. Strong 
local Holstein associations can and 
do obtain almost anything within rea- 
son that they desire, whether it is 
prize money at fairs, local recogni- 
tion, legislation, or what not. 

An unorganized group of breeders, 
who remain aloof to any united effort, 
has no means of effectively making 
any impression upon any group whose 
influence they may be seeking, wheth- 
er the group is a legislative body, a 
fair board, or a group of neighboring 
farmers.
